NOT A QUESTION OF STATUS. 


‘London, Saturday. 

A plea for Anglo-Trish friend- 
ship was made by Mr. J. H. 
Phone in a speech at Hove to- 
day « which the Dominions 
Secvstars dwelt on the improve- 
ment of Anglo-Irish relations 
since 1921. 

‘He declared that it would not 
be the fault of the British Gov- 
ernment if all this advance were 
wasted.

. 1, Does the Anglo-Irish ‘Treaty 
‘make the oath mandatory? In 
other words, does it make it ob- 
ligatory on the Free State to re- 
quire all members of its Legisla- 
ture to take an oath in the form 
prescribed in the treaty, or does 
dit merely say that if any oath is 
to be taken it shall be in that 
form? : 

2. Even if the treaty is held 
to require the oath to be taken, 
is this requirement in. itself 80 
monstrous and pernicious that 
Mr. De Valera’s Government is 
justified in disregarding it in 
spite of the treaty and without 
previously obtaining the consent 
of the British Government? 

3. Whether the’ oath is or is 

- not mandatory, is’ the aboll- 
tion of the oath, which 
has hitherto been requir- 
ed, if not. by the treaty, at 
least. by: -the.
